The first moneys collected in Cal- 
gary for hospital work was in 1886 and 
collected by a Mr. Grogan,at that time 
connected with the Calgary Herald, 
and the next was secured froma Union 
service held in the old Boynton Hall in 
November 1886 after the great fire 
which took place on“Atlantic Avenue 
about a month previous, 

Mr. G. C. King, our present worthy 
postmaster, was mavor of this city at 
that time, and the’next funds that 
were donated for the benefit of the 
hospital was $125 by the Orange lodge 
of Calgary. In the year 1889 a sub- 
scription list for the building and 
starting of a hospital in Calgary was 
circulated in Osigery and vicinity by 
Mayor King an r. Amos Rowe, 
when about six theusand dollars was 
subscribed. This list is I think still in 
the hands ot the hospital hoard and 
can be seen by applying to the sec-e- 
tary, 

Afterthe provisional directors had 
been elected at a public meeting called 
by the Mavor in 1889 and the charter 
asked for from the North West Coun- 
cil, Mrs. Pinkbam was waited on by 
some of the new board and then 
passed over to them the subscriptions 
she had secured for her proposed 
cottage hospital. These, Mr, Editor, 
are the correct facts of the organiza- 
tion of our Calgary General Hospital.

WHAT PREMIER HAULTAIN

Mr. Davin asked a question a 
few days agoin the House relative 
to the — position of the 
Yukon in respect to municipal 
government, more particularly in 
Fespect to the issue of liquor 
permits. Hon. Clifford Sifton 
replied that the Yukon was in the 
same position as any other un- 
organized territory. It was true 
that the North est Executive 
claimed jurisdiction but the 
government believed that they 
still held control through the 
Lieutenant Governor. Speaking 
on the same subject in the Senate, 
Hon. David Mills said the Terrt- 
torial Executive was practically a 
colonial government of Canada, 
and was as yet without full 
executive authority. Technically 
the Yukon was under the juris- 
diction of the Territorial govern- 
ment, but that government had 
never asserted any governmental 
functions in Yukon. The Lieu- 
tenant Governor had been re- 
quested by the Federal govern- 
ment not to issue any more liquor 

mits for the Yukon, It was 
mtended during the present 
session to bring down legislation 
establishing a svstem of govern- 
ment for the Yukon under the 
control of the Federal govern- 
t.

information as to the resources and 
climate of Western Canada, I only 
met one man who knows anything 
of these te at all from actual ex- 
perience and the farmer, as a rule, asks 
many very pertinent questions which 
all tne other agents I met were unable 
to answer from personal knowledge, 
as I found by afew moment's conver- 
sation with them.

In an interview I 
had there with one of the leading men 
in a very prominent department of the 
public service, when I ventured to ad- 
vocate our route, my remarks met 
with ridicule, and the very idea of Ed- 
monton being a competitor for the 
Klondyke traffic was scouted as pre- 
posterous. While in England I was 
engaged in writing up Canada for the 
West of England press and was enabl- 
ed to direct public attention to Edmon- 
ton, and as I am still correspondin 
with English papers for publication 
hope to do something in the way of 
advertising our route, but I must ‘say 
that Edmonton islosing a vast amount 
of bnsiness by neglecting to advertise 
in the British Press, for it is a self 
evident fact that if anything is to be 
done to boom our route it must be 
done quickly and by our own people,

9 The term “Distinctive brand or 
mark,” means any brand other than a 
recorded brand which the owner 1s 
empowered by this Ordinance to place 
upon the neckor cheek of any stock 
tédenote the ownership of individual 
members of a family or partnership 
where a general family or partnership 
brand is used, or to mark the class, 
age or description of stock or any 
other circumstances which the owner 
or proprietor may require to mark, or 
any mark or cut upon the ear or dew- 
lap of any stock. f 

0. The term “Vent” means the sec- 
ond permanent impression of any re- 
corded brand placed upon the same 
side of any stock as the original brand 
to denote the fact of the proprietary 
rights in such stock having passed 
from the owner to someother person; 
and such vent brand may be reduced in 
size to one half the original brand. 

11, The term “Record” mean the 
book kept by the recorder in pursu- 
ance of this ordinance, in which a des- 
scription of every brand is recorded as 
such brand is allotted to auy owner, 
BRANDS, THEIR NATURE, OWNERSHIP, 

USE AND SIGNIFICANCE, 

3. On and after the first day of July, 
1808, all brands heretofore recorded 
under the provisions of any Ordinance 
shall be cancelled as recorded brands. 

4. Any brand recorded prior to the 
passing of this Ordinance may (with 
the approval of the Minister) be allot- 
ted to the owner thereot if application 
for such allotment is received by the 
recorder on or prior. to the thirtieth 
day of June, 1898; otherwise every 
brand as is by this Ordinance allotted 
except for horses shall consist of not 
more or less than two letters and one 
numeral or of two signs or characters 
and one numeral representing running 
or consecutive numbers; and the shape 
and pattern of such letters, signs or 
characters and of such numerals as 
aforesaid and the arrangement of such 
letters, signs or characters and numer- 
als as aforesaid shall be fixed and de- 
termined by the Minister in such posi- 
tions as the Minister may decide. 

5, Upon the allotment and record of 
any brand to any owner or transferee

(with the approval of the Minister) the

19, The Minister may from time to 
time appoint such persons as he may 
think flit to be inspectors of brands; 
and notification cf every such ap- 
pointment E in the official ga- 
zeite shall be evidence thereof, 

20. It shall be the duty of every inspec- 
tor of brands to keep a full, clear and 
correct record of every head of stock 
inspected or hide punched by him and 
in every way possible to take such 
action as shall tend to the proper 
carrying out of all the provisions of 
this Ordinance. 

21. Every inspector of brands, after 
performing any of the duties of his 
office and upon tender of the proper 
fees therefor, shall furnish u certificate 
of such inspection to any person re- 
guiring the same, and the production 
of any certificate purporting to bea 
certificate signed by an inenector of 
brands under the provisions of this 
section in auy court shall be prima 
facie evidence of such inspection with- 
out any further proof of signature. 

22. No person shall place any head 
of stock in avy railway car in any

CAN’T TRAVEL ON STICKINE 
A London, Ont., Yulconite Had to 


Return from the Stickine River and 
Will Go Via Calgary- Edmonton 
Route, 


Among the passengers on Wednesday's 
east bound express was J, W. Lums- 
den, of London, Ontario, who was 
returning from the Stickine river. Mr, 
Lumsden says that he attempted to 
reach the Yukon by the Stickine river 
route, but on his arrival at the river 
he found that it was utterly impossi- 
ble to proceed further owing to the 
terrible condition of the ice, Neither 
dogs nor horses could travel, and Fort. 
Wrangel was now crowded with dis- 
gusted Klondykere, some of whom 
were gambilog and others drinking 
to conceal their disgust, Even when 
the river was open it was not possible 
to load more than 2,000 Ibs. on a boat, 
and outfits which cost $300 or $400 
could pow be purchased at Wrangel 
for a tenth of their value, 

Mr. Lumsden will return in a short 
time and will proceed to the gold 
flelds by the Calgary-Kdmonton route, 
and he believes that anvbody who

The chairman in addressin the 
audience remarked that the ordinance 
which formed the subject of their 
meeting on this occasion was one of 
asomewhat unusual and extraordin- 
ary kind, and he desired to see more 
light thrown uponit. It was legisla- 
tion of a new kind—quite unusual to 
the North West, and he doubted if it 
could be nade to work in its present 
form. If Mr. Ross arrived later he 
might perhaps be able to give reasons 
for some of the provisions in it, mean- 
while Mr. Hayes, who he understood 
to be the overseer selected for the 
district, might perhaps add somewhat 
to their information, and it would be 
wise to discuss the subject as fully as 
they choose to do. Mr. Hayes then 
explained some portions of the ordin- 
ance. Mr. Bruce enquired how ab- 
sentees were taxed, which was also 
explained by Mr, Hayes. 

E. H. Riley contended that the pop- 
ulation is insufficient for the proper 
working of the act ond W. Lewis 
considered the ordinance unworkable 
in many ways. Some further discus- 
sion followed, and the general feelin 
heing adverse to the Ordinance as. it 
stands, when at a few minutes past 
five, Mr. Ross arrived accompanied by 
Mr. Bannerman, M. L A., by whom he 
was introduced to the meeting, and 
the secretary baving explained the 
circumstances to the newcomers, Mr. 
Ross, at the request of the chairman, 
proceeded to address the meeting, 
expressing his regret at the delay, 
which, he explained, arose from the 
deep snow and consequent delay in 
arriving from Shepard, where a meet- 
ing had been held that day on the 
same subject. Passing on to the 
Ordinance the speaker said that the 
principle of statute labor was not a 
new one, though now for the first time 
it had become ccmpulsory in the 
North West of Canada. About four 
fifths of the total expenditure of the 
Government of the Territories was 
spent on schools and public works of a 
necessary kind, and it was manitest 
that as the country progressed and the 
calls for public works became more 
frequent, some action was required to 
meet these calls beyond that possessed 
by the Government of the Territories, 
The calls tor public works were un- 
limited, but the funds wherewith to 
meet them were united, and could not 
be at once indefinitely increased. What 
she uld they do? To cut down the 
grants to schools is not a policy to be 
commended and the only alternative 
which remained waszto retain these as 
before and to undertake as many 
public works on the most important 
and main roads as were necessary,

There were 20 
passengers on the train, most of whom 
were in the coach behind the ba, -guge 
car. The coach was thrown on its 
side and brought up against u large 
houlder. Sir Frank Smith and Senator 
Lougheed were the only passengers on 
the rear car and, though badly shaken 
up, escaped uninjured.
